In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Coos County here- 
with present the annual report of the County Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of the County Farm, Jail and 
House of Correction, and other County officers. 

During the past year we have made every effort to re- 
duce the County Farm and the County Poor expense, and 
we believe that we have been very successful. We have one 
of the best herds of thoroughbred Holstein cows in the 
State of New Hampshire. 

The number of prisoners at this time in the House of 
Correction is more than it has been for many years, and 
this, of course, means a large expense for the County. 

We believe that better fire protection should be provided 
at the Farm. We suggest that a sprinkler system be in- 
stalled as soon as possible. 

The County Farm remains in charge of Mr. and Mrs. 
Almon J. Young as superintendent and matron, whose ‘ad- 
ministration of aftairs has been very efficient. 

The investigation of cases asking for assistance from 
the County requires time, attention and knowledge of con- 
ditions. We have done the best we could and have given 
help to those who needed it. 

The finances of the County are in better condition than 
they have been for many years. We will refer you to 
County Report, financial statement. 

We are always glad to have people interested in 
County affairs, to visit the County Farm and they will 
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always receive courteous treatment. 
We extend our thanks to the Selectmen and Overseer 
of the Poor, and all those who have helped us.
